of the FBI than the study ofNDaternational Communis*' which knows no 
national boundaries* \ 

Accordingly, I regret ysmr decisioj/to seek withdrawal from 
the Jigsaw Committee, since your action w^QL neutralize the effective- 
ness of the work of the Committee by\cr*fiting a gap in the development 
of a unified approach to the analysis^ International Communism. No 
remarks by any member of this Agenpf should have been construed to mean 
that full participation by the EBl in tnh work of this Committee could 
have been other than beneficipa* \ 

In view of my remarks above, kinder let me know whether you 
wish to reconsider your/pos ition on this subject.
